MOSELLA (Yellow Soupert) — Chrome-yellow 
center, shading to creamy-white on the edges of 
the petals; a very free bloomer and a fine, hardy 
bedder. 

MOUSSELINE—Pure white, heavily mossed. 


PAPA GONTIER—Dark carmine, passing to glow- 
ing crimson; large buds and deep, open, semi- 
double flowers; a constant bloomer and vigorous 
grower, valuable for forcing or field planting.

RAINBOW—Deep coral pink; striped with intense 
crimson and center of rich, glowing amber; beau- 
tiful buds and large, deep flowers. 


RED LA FRANCE—(See Duchess of Albany). 
RED NIPHETOS—(See Lady Battersea). 


REINE MARIE HENRIETTE—A congenial com- 
panion to the Marechal Niel; a sturdy climber and 
ever-bloomer, thriving especially well in the South. 
Elegant in bud, with targe, full, finely formed flow- 
ers of rich, brilliant crimson, a shade lighter than 
“Gen. Jack.”’ 

REVE D’OR (Golden Chain or Climbing Sa- 
frano)—Orange-yellow or deep saffron; a strong 
climber and a beautiful pillar rose.

Produces a profusion of long canes and 
has a grand appetite for rich food; resists both 
ee and black spot and makes most rapid 
growth.”’ 


RICHMON D—Scarlet-crimson of a most brilliant 
hue; long pointed buds and beautifully striking 
flowers on tall, erect stems; handsome dark foli- 
age; a rapid grower and constant producer. One 
of the most successful new forcing Roses of recent 
years, a seediing from Lady Battersea, fertilized 
by Liberty. 

ROGER LAMBELIN—A striking oddity; dark, 
glowing crimson with a contrasting white band 
on irregular edges of petals shaped similarly to 
a double petunia. Hardy, vigorous and fra- 
grant. 


ROSALIND ORR ENGLISH—Brignt, pure scarlet- 
pink; petals beautifully rolled and reflexed in the 
open flower; exquisite in color and form; long and 
graceful stems. A seedling from Chatenay. 

CAN Slade GEN. JACK—(See Caroline Good- 
rich. 

RUSSEL’S COTTAGE—Dark red; very double 
and full; a strong grower and profuse bloomer. 

SAFRANO—Bright apricot yellow, changing to 
orange-fawn, reverse of petals tinted with flesh 
pink; splendid buds and fine star-shaped flowers; 
vigorous, productive and fragrant. 

SEVEN SISTERS (Greville)—Flowers in large 
clusters varying from rosy-red to blush white, 
several shades being frequently found in the 
same cluster. 

SNOWFLAKE—(See Marie Lambert.) 

SNOW QUEEN—(See Frau Kar] Druschki.) 

SOLFATARE—Clear, sulphur-yellow; full and 
double, blooming in clusters. A vigorous climber 
for which Cloth of Gold is often substituted; our 
stock is of the true variety. 
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SOUTH ORANGE PERFECTION—Soft blush- 
pink at the tips, changing to white; perfectly 
formed, double blooms in profusion; a hardy climber 
or trailer. 

SOUVENIR DE LA MALMAISON—Lovely flesh 
pink, elegantly shaded with rosy peach; perfectly 
full, double, and very large fiowers of fine sym- 
metrical form; fragrant, free and vigorous for 
out-of-door cultivation. 

SOUVENIR DE PIERRE NOTTING—A seedling 
of Marechal Niel and Maman Cochet. Color shad- 
ings difficult to describe, combining creamy white, 
faint orange yellow and light peach, with edges of 
petals bordered in carmine-rose, all blending in 
beautiful harmony. Elongated buds and large, 
full flowers. 

SOUVENIR DE PRESIDENT CARNOT—Superb 
in shape and exquisite in color. Long, beautifully 
pointed buds, developing into large, full and 
double flowers with thick, heavy, shell-like pet- 
als. A delicate flush-white, shaded a trifie deeper 
at the center, very slightly suffused with fawn. 
Each individual flower distinctly apparent on a 


‘ long, stiff stem. 


SOUVENIR OF WOOTTON—Velvety-red, resem- 
bling color of Jacqueminot; large, full and regular, 
with thick, leathery petals; a very free bloomer. 

STAR OF FRANCE—(See Etoile de France.) 

STAR OF LYON—(See Etoile de Lyon.) 

STRIPED LA FRANCE (Madame _ Angelique 
Veysset.)—Color same as the beautiful pink La 
France, except delicate stripes and shades of 
white. Otherwise the equivalent of its parent. 

SUNRISE—Brilliant coloring as seen in the Aus- 
trian Copper, scarlet and yellow; with the un- 
folding, the colors deepen, the scarlet turning to 
dark red, the yellow to orange and copper, inside 
of petals to golden yellow. Large, double and 
finely perfumed. 

SUNSET—Rich, golden amber, shaded with ruddy 
copper in harmony with its name. Finely formed 
buds and large flowers, blooming freely and ex- 
quisitely perfumed. 

SWEETHEART—Buds of bright pink, shading 
to a soft white in the full blooms; very double 
and fragrant: a hardy climber or trailer. 

TENNESSEE BELLE—Bright rosy pink; vigor- 
ous climber and generous bloomer. One of the 
most beautiful of the hardy climbers. 

THALIA—(See White Rambler.) 

THE BRIDE—Pure white under glass, taking 
ma delicate pink tinge out of doors.

Druschki.) 

WHITE BABY RAMBLER— (See _ Catherine 
Zeimet.) 

WHITE BOUGERE—Pure, ivory-white, with 
never a tint or shade whatever; free flowering, 
large, full and double; a favorite in the South 
especially. 

WHITE GOLDEN GATE—(See Ivory). 

WHITE LA FRANCE (Auguste Guinoisseau)— 
Large and finely formed buds and blooms having’ 
broad petals of silvery white with very delicate 
pink shadings. A fragrant, free and continuous 
bloomer. 

WHITE MAMAN COCHET—Very large and beau- 
tifully formed in bud and bloom; pure snowy- 
white under glass, taking on a faint pink flush 
out of doors which enhances its beauty. Vigorous 
and produces abundantly for cutting. 

WHITE RAMBLER (Thalia)—Grows vigorously 
in clusters of pure white flowers. 

WICHURAIANA (Memorial)—Pure shining white 
with bright golden center; single large blossoms 
profuse in July; glossy dark green leaves. 

WILLIAM ALLEN RICHARDSON—Deep orange- 
yellow, with center of coppery-yellow, faintly 
tinted with rose; beautifully colored and formed. 

WILLIAM R. Smith (Maiden’s Blush.)—Creamy- 
white with shadings of pink; a seedling from 
Maman Cochet and Kaiserin Augusta Victoria;

ORDERS must be for not less than ten plants 
of each variety at the hundred rate, and not less 
than 250 of each variety at the thousand rate. 


TERMS—Cash (money order, draft or registered 
letter) with order will entitle purchaser to extra 
count equivalent to a 5% discount. C. O. D. or- 
ders must be accompanied with one-third of the 
amount in cash. Accounts opened only with known 
or favorably rated correspondents or those fur- 
nishing amply satisfactory references. 


PACKING—Always free, usually in light boxes, 
ventilated in warm weather, well lined in cold 
weather and securely strapped. From one to two- 
thirds (and for very distant points all) soil re- 
moved and roots carefully wrapped in damp moss 
and paper. 


SHIPPING—Invariably by the best known route, 
speed. safety and economy considered, or one desig- 
nated by purchaser. The start may be temporarily 
delayed by reason of exceptionally severe weather. 


EXPRESS shipment is alone recommended as 
ensuring prompt and safe delivery. At the special 
plant rates, which are from 20% to 3314%4% below 
regular merchandise rates, charges will never be 
excessive. Prepayment is necessary to only a few 
Pacific coast and other far-off points, at the 8c per 
pound rate, to cover which add one-fifth to re- 
mittance. 


FREIGHT shipment will be made only upon ex- 
plicit instructions and entirely at risk of purchaser. 
We assume no responsibility except to deliver 
properly packed and in good order to depot. bill 
and route correctly and follow with tracer.
